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PREFACE. 



Most persons who offer extemporaneous prayer, 
sometimes find it difficult to vary the language so as 
to avoid sameness ;. and this feeling may interfere 
with true devotion. Few probably, except clergy- 
men, have such facility and variety of expression 
as to be able to offer daily the prayers of a. house- 
hold without falling into certain set forms of petition 
and thanksgiving. These forms may be not less 
fixed and uniform than a printed liturgy, and may 
be possibly not so good. 

There are times too when even those who are 
fluent in prayer, whether from want of health, or 
unusual fatigue, or distraction of mind, feel that they 
would prefer, for the time, to be relieved from the 
necessity of composing a prayer which is to be (or 
ought to be) the devotional language of a house- 
hold, and would gladly avail themselves of a proper 
form of prayer, if one were convenient, or possibly,

not being able readily to introduce the subject of 
the Scripture lesson into his petition, one might be 
willing to avail himself of a few devotional thoughts 
on that passage, as the central thought of his prayer, 
thus making his petitions partly read and partly ex- 
temporaneous. To such, this book may prove a 
help. 

In families where there are children it is well to 
have the family worship so conducted that the 
younger members may take a part, not in reading 
the Scripture lessons verse by verse, thus passing 
round the circle, a custom attended with some infe- 
licities, but by responsive prayers. Provision has 
been made for such, in some of these forms. 

It is not intended that those who use this Book should 
abandon extemporaneous prayer. There are times 
when no written forms may be used, when under deep 
affliction, or when the heart is thoroughly aroused 
and excited and revived, nothing but fervent out- 
pourings of unprepared language will meet the 
wants of the soul. But such experiences and such 
excitement of the emotional nature are not usually 
long continued. 

It is the belief of the writer that every professor 
of religion at the head of a household, should daily, 
and tivice a day, assemble that household for the 
worship of God. 
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In many cases it is not possible for such person 
to offer extemporaneous prayer. Here are forms 
for worship — simple — scriptural — appropriate. Any 
one who can read at all, can conduct family worship 
with this aid. 

Why should not every good citizen at the head 
of a family, whether he be a professor of religion or 
not, worship God in his house ? This is no place 
for argument, but if a man believes in God, he 
should worship him, and if it is right for an indi- 
vidual man to worship God, it is surely right and 
proper that he should lead his family in this duty. 
There may be, there are, many persons who are not 
members of the church but who are Christians, hon- 
oring God and living conscientiously, who kneel and 
pray to God in their chambers ; why should not 
such worship God in the family ? Here are short 
simple forms of prayer for such. 

There are some persons who do not like extem- 
poraneous prayer at all, and who think that such 
prayers ought to be confined to the closet, who can 
best worship in stately forms, sanctified by long 
usage and association with Christian experience for 
centuries. Such will find forms in this Book adapted 
to their wants. 

These forms have been drawn from every source 
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becoming that every heart in the household shall 
turn to him with trust and love wherever his guardian- 
ship keeps the night and his blessing brings the day. 
Every human home should be a house of worship, 
a place of pure, exalted and daily intercourse with 
the infinite and eternal Cod. The duty, the privilege 
and the profit of prayer are the same to all. All 
alike need to be exalted, purified and gladdened by 
the daily offering of thanksgiving and praise. 

" For what are men better than sheep or goats. 
That nourish a blind life within the brain. 
If, knowing God, they lift not hands of prayer. 
Both for themselves and for the whole round world.** 

And the daily prayer of the household should be 
not simply a cry of fear and pain and trouble, but a 
free, open and happy converse of loving and dutiful 
children with a great and a good Father. They 
know very little of prayer who pray only when they 
are saddened or afflicted. The truest and best prayer 
is the truest and best expression of trust and love. 
The morning worship of the household should go 
forth to God as freely and naturally as the birds sing 
and the flowers blossom when the darkness melts 
into dawn and light awakes the world. 
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This manual of Household Worship has been 
compiled with the conviction that many heads of 
families would gladly consecrate their home with the 
daily sacrifice of prayer and praise, if they could 
once be put in the way of doing it with acceptance 
and propriety. This book will give to such just the 
help they need. These sacred forms of daily wor- 
ship give expression to all the desires, the necessi- 
ties and aspirations of the human heart. They can 
easily be taken up and appropriated by the devout 
and thoughtful of every age and in every condition 
of life. They are simple enough for the child, and 
they are sufficiently full in thought and finished in 
expression for the most mature and cultivated mind. 
They will grow in sacredness and meaning and pro- 
priety to those who use them with the constancy of 
the returning day and with the progress of advanc- 
ing years. 

To those who would learn the language of devo- 
tion by the study of the best models in experience 
and in expression ; to those who would give variety, 
fulness and elevation to the worship of the house- 
hold, by the intermingling of other thoughts with 
their own ; to those who dare not trust to themselves 
in conducting so sacred a service ; to all who would 
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make home precious to every member of the family, 

by the daily consecration of prayer and praise, this 

book must come as a kind teacher, a safe guide and 

a welcome friend.
